TH E Firft, a Man aged 70 Years, who died of a 
Suppreflion of Urine, occafion'd by a Stone Hop- 
ping in the 'Urethra, juft within the Glaus, of the 
Bignefs of a Horfe-Bean, This Appearance, with the 
Symptoms that had attended this miferabie Man, gave 
rne.Rer.ifon to expe& fomething remarkable in the uri- 
nary paiiages. The Prefers and *Pelvis were very 
much diftended, which, is common where great Num- 
bers of Stones have defcended down them, from the 
Kidneys to the Bladder, The Bladder contained about 
Jixty Stones^ the hrgeft of which was about the Size 
of a Walnut, the others fmaiier ^ and juft within the 
Neck, was a hard Tumour, as big as a Nutmeg, which
